MAKING CANDY AT HOME. 



Try a candy party and see if yon do 
not enjoy yourself more than yon had 
ever done before at such an affair. Why? 
Because at your novel candy party yon 
are going to make some very nice candy 
and conduct the party on regularly or- 
ganised principles that will insure its 

The materials required for the candy 
party are ten pounds of confectioner's 
sugar— obtainable at any grocer's — five 
strictly fresh eggs, a cake of chocolate, 
half a pound of dates, a small quantity 
of desiccated cocoanut. some vanilla 
flavoring and a few drops of peppermint 
or wintergreen. 

Von have now on hand the ingredients 
for fifteen or more pounds of candy- 
much more than you care to make, n 
doubt— so you may, if you please, g* 
only half the quantity of sugar. But it 
is more satisfactory to work with the 
larger quantity. 

Let the mistress of ceremonies break 
the five eggs into a big earthen bowl, and 
then, without beating the eggs, add to 
them an equal quantity of water. Now 
begin to stir in the sugar. It should be 
added a cupful at a time nntil thecandy 
mixture is so stiff that the arm of the 
stirrer refuses to perform its task. 

This is the critical part of French 
dy making. It should lie so stiff that it 
will stand alone, like brocaded velvet. 

Now add a little vanilla flavoring 
the compound, and let the amount 
vanilla be determined npon by the c< 
pie you have designated at the beginning 
of the evening to act as "tasters." 

All hands now fall at work npon the 
mixture in the bowl. It mnst be quickly 
and deftly mohled into chocolate drops, 
each one of which is qnickly stirred in 
the melted chocolate by the couple pre- 
siding over the chocolate jian. 

When enough chocolate drops have 
been made and sot away npon glazed 
paper to cool a cupful of the mixture is 
taken out and mixed with the desiccated 
cocoanut, anil then rolled into cakes by 
the couple appointed to look Bfter the 
interests of the cocoanut candy. Little 
balls of the sugar mixture are pressed 
into the stoncless dates to make the 
"cream" dates of the candy store, and 
balls of it are pressed closely between 
the halves of English walnuts for 
"cream" or French walnnU. 

If peppermint drops are desired or 
wintergreen lozenges, a portios of the 
mixture may be flavored with these es- 
sences instead of with vanilla.
